James U. Laswel I, of Owensboro, 
lastantiy Killed in Lofan 
^ ^County. ' 
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James U. Laswell, of Oweoaboro, 
was shot and instantly killed by bis 

brother-in-law, Morton H. Rogers, 
Saturday morning, at the home of 
Rogers' son. Hooker Rogers, six 
miles south of Russellvllle, In Lo- 
gan county, as the result of bad foal- 
ing tbat had existed for some time. 

Laswell was shot twice in the 
back and died Instantly. 

Rogers claims self defense. 
Just wbnt led to the tragedy of 
Saturday Is not known, as Rogers 
declines to make a atatemeat. 
Rogers is sixty-nine years of age. 
After shooting Laswell, Rogers 
stood guard over the body until his 
son rode to a nelphbor's bouse and 
notified the ofTlcers of Lojian county 
of the murder, and that Rogers was 
awaiting their arrival to surrender. 

Laswell, it is alleged, was hitch- 
ing bis horse to the front yard fence 
of Booker Rogers, snd had his back 
to the door of the house, when Rog- 
ers stepi)e(I out of the door and 
opened Are with a shotgun. It Is 
said tbat thsre were no eye wit-> 
neaaes to the tragedy, unless the In- 
mates of the bouse saw the shooting 
affray. 

County Judge J. W. Edwards, in 
conipaiiv witb the sherifT, who plac- 
ed Rogers under arrest, went to the 
scene, where the county Judge held 
an inquest.

ed in various halls of the palace, 
and at ebout 9 ' 1 '> a. m. was born 
by state palanquin, to tlie Aniarindr 
Vinichal (literally. Hall of Judg- 
ment of India), In which all the 
royal Princes and Ministers of State 
were assembled. Hhere, the King, 
alighting from his palanquin, light- 
ed some candles, after which he re- 
tired for a few ininiites into a spe- 
cies of dressing room, from which 
he emerged and took bis seat upon 
an octagonal dais, the faces of 
which were square to the principal 
points of tlie compass, and which, 
according to the official program, is 
known as the 'Uthum-pom Raja 
Art." 

"His Majesty first face.l the south- 
east, after which the whole was in- 
closed with curUins, and, after a 
IJcabmla had. jittered an Invocation, 
the water was turned on In shower- 
batli fashion. Tliis was done eight 
times, the King facing In different 
directions each time. Smlihui. 
there came a blast of unearthly 
music from a body of priests per- 
forming upon conch shells, three 
very ancient and ornate bronze can- 
non In the palace (otirtyard were 
each fired 21 times, and this gave 
the signal to the batteries of artil- 
lery outside the palace walls and 
the ships of the fleet assembled In 
the river to fire salutss of Itl guns. 
At the same time the priests In all 
the temples of the city beat bells 
and gongs with wooden mallets, 
while bands everywhere atmek VP 
the national anthem. 

"In the meatnime the King had 
retired to the dressing apartment 
previously mentioned and put on 
the royal robes, consisting for the 
most part of magnificent gold bro- 
cade. Here His Majesty received at 
the hands of the Chief Brahmin the 
nine-storied white umbrella indica- 
tive of royal rank, the gold plate 
or leaf engraved with his titlss. and

At the appointed 
time, viz.: Ih, 9m, 48s p. m., the 
Chief of tbe Brahmins gave a aignal 
and the curtains were drawn apart, 
disclosing His Majesty sitting in 
state. All the assembly arose and 
made obeisance three times, and His 
Royal Highness Prince Devawongse, 
the King's uncle and Minister of 
Foreign Affaire, proceeded to read 
an address of homage and congratu- 
lation to the new sovereign on be- 
half of the nobles and people, prom- 
ising their loyalty and fealty.

number of eggs exported from oth- 
er countries to this. 

"I found," said Mr. Hrown "that 
the egg Is enterlHK more largely In- 
to the every day food of the Ger- 
man, owing to the Increase In meat 
prices. Last year we reeetved SOO,- 
000.000 fewer eggS than In IIOS, at 
the same time paying ItOO.OOO 
more for them. 

"Since 1907 the Italian epK supply 
to England has diminished by one- 
half, as have also the egg Imports 
to tkto soaatrr from AmM* and 
Hungary. 

"Prance Is In the same boat, the 
sum of $8,000,000, our average an- 
nual egg tribute to her, having de- 
clined last year to $.■!. 000,000. It la 
only a question of time when Ger- 
many will absorb the egg supplies 
from countries touching her borders.

Shanghai. Dee. IS.— (DeUyed)— 
Present reports confirm earlier ad- 
vices of the suffering from famine 
In a district in the northern part of 
the province of Anhul, nprth and 
eaat of the Hwai and Kwo rivers, 
about 7,000 square miles in extent 
and eontaining a popnlatioa of ap- 
proximately t,500,000 people. 

The famine waa caused by the de- 
struction of fall crops through 
floods resulting from the heaviest 
summer ralnfalla on record. Thous- 
ands of refugees have left the dis- 
trict, but many of those aasaeeess- 
ful \^ seeking support elsewhere are 
already returning, preferring to die 
In their native place. 

It Is estimated that 1,000,000 peo- 
ple, tttrd-working farmers, will be 
dependent upon charity for their 
existence until the apring crops. 
Robber bands aa early as September, 
desperate at the prospeet ot starva- 
tion, and some of them well armed, 
traveled through the country pillag- 
ing, terrorizing and klHIng. Serious 
trouble was only averted by the 
bringing in of troops over the new 
"rien-Taln-Pukou railroad and by 
many oxeeutions ot robbers la the 
Tameas or GoreraaMat eompounds. 

Twenty-three Inchee of rain, it is 
reported, fell In twenty-four hours 
at one time of the rainy season, and 
the resultant floods swept away hun- 
dreds of villages. Thousands of the 
people are reported to have been 
drowned. ▲ railroad brides is said 
to have ehoked up with bodies and 
debris. The highest placee, untouch- 
ed In ordinary floods, were from one 
to three feet under water. 

The people have been left ao poor 
that they are able to plant only one- 
third or one-half of the usual 
amount of wheat sown. It will thus 
take several years for the regtoa to 
recover. It is expected that the Oov- 
emment will send relief. The peo- 
ple and the gentry are also dealroua 
of foreign aid and Chineae and for^- 
eign relief commltteee have been
